No 17 fi-ITC(PN)/ 73 . — ^Introductory. —Attention is Invited to Paragraph 3 of 
the Ministry of Commerce, Public Notice No. 129-ITC(PN)/73, dated the 8th 
August, 1973, wherein it was stated that the policy for import of dry fruits, among 
other items, will be announced later. The details of policy and procedure for 
Import of dry fruits have since been decided and are Incorporated in this Public 
Notice. 

General Trade Arrangement. —The General Trade Arrangement between 
India and Afghanistan signed on the 20th February, 1972, Is reproduced In An- 
nexure I. 

3 . Basis of elislbUlty.—Applications for Import of dry fruits from Afghanistan 
and for the export of the commodities detailed in Schedule B-I and Schedule B-II, 
II from India (vide Annexure II), will be considered In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions made in this Pullic Notice, from the following:— 

(I) “Approved Importers” under the previous Trade Arrangements; and 
(li) “Others”. 
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4, Definition of "Approved Importer^’.—The “Approved Importers” are those: 

(I) who have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in those commodities 

during the four years ending 30th June, 1956 and are already re¬ 
gistered as such; and 

(II) the Afghan Government’s nominee firms already registered as ‘ approv¬ 

ed importers." 

3. Definltloa of "others”.—"Others” (not being "Approved Importers”) are 
those who are resident in India, have The requisite financial capability of trans¬ 
acting the business as certified by a scheduled bank in India, and are dealers in 
Items other than hides and skins listed in Schedule A. B-I or B-II, vide Annexure 
11 to this Public Notice, and 

(i) are citizens of India, if they are (a) individuals or (b) kartas of Hindu 
undivided family In respect of Family business, 

OR 

(11) are an Indian Company 

OR 

(ill) have the control and management of their affairs situated whoUy In 
India if they are a firm, a limited coippany or an association 

OR 

(Iv) are a co-operative society registered under the Co-operative Socie'- es 
Act. 

0. Persons Ineligible to participate.—Partners/Directors/proprletors and his/ 
her wife/husband or dependent relations (including unmarried children) of “ap¬ 
proved Importer(s)” and “other(s)”. as defined in paras 4 and 5 above, will not, 
however, be permitted to participate In the Indo-Afghan Trade. For this purpose 
the applicants are required to furnish alongwith the application, an undertaking, 
on a stamped paper, to the Ucensing authority concerned as follows: 

"I/We hereby declare that neither of the partners/director.s/proprietors of 
the flrm/company, or his/her wife/husband, dependent relations or 
unmarried children, have submitted or will submit an application for 
CCP under this Public Notice for import of dry fruits from 
Afghanistan”.

In addition, the following categories of persons wlU also not be permitted to 
participate:— 

(1) Those who hove been deregistered from the list of "Approved Im¬ 
porters” under the previous Trade Arrangements. (However, those 
"approved importers" who have remained dormant for a period of 
four years and have been de-registered in terms of Public Notice 
No. 240-ITC(PN)/68, dated 4th November, lf)68, will be allowed to 
participate if they are otherwise eligible in term.s of this Public 
Notice); 

(U) those who stand debarred from receiving import or export licences or 
release orders under the Import/Export Trade Control rules and re¬ 
gulations; 

(iil) those whose counter-balancing obligations in respect of imports from 
and exports to Afghanistan during the preceding yeeirs remain un¬ 
fulfilled: 

Note; For those, who participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement 
March, 19'72—February, 1973. the last date for fulfilment of counter-export obli¬ 
gation, which was previously extended upto 31st August, 19’73, (vide Public Notice 
No. fi3-ITC(PN)/73, dated the 12th June 1973); has now been extended upto 30th 
November, 1973, vide Public Notice No 146-ITC(PN)/73, dated 4th September, 
1973, Even during this extended period also, namely, from 1st ^ptember, 1973 
to 30th November, 1973, no fresh CCP would be Issued to the concepned importers, 
unless they have completed their counter-balancing export obligation In full and 
in the prescribed proportion as between Schedule B.I and B.II items.

(iv) Those who have not attained the age of eighteen years (as on the date 
of this Public Notice). 

7. Licensing Authorities.—The importers are required to submit their appli¬ 
cations for initial CCPs to the respective licensing authority, on or before the 30th 
November, 1973 according to the lurisdiction shown below:—

Note: Only the Head office of on applicant firm will be permitted to apply on 
heha'lf of itself and all its branches, and the jurisdiction will depend upon the 
location of the Head Office. 

8. Documents to be furnished.—Subject to the provisions of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedures, 1973-74, and paragraph 11 below, 
the importers .should apply for CCPs in the prescribed form and manner indicat- 
ing, inter - alia , the c.l.f. value of goods together with Treasury Receipt, showing 
Payment of application fees, and documents of past import (vide paragraph 22) 
relatin.g to the best year's imports in the prescribed basic period in respect of the 
ppecjilc goods applied for. Applications .should be submitted complete in all 
respect along with the prescribed documents and the applitants should also quote 
thoir valid I.V.C. Registration/Exemption—Number. Incomplete applications are 
liable to be rejected. 

9. Invoices to be produced to the customs authorities.—'The invoice(.s) relat¬ 
ing to im' orts should be produced in duplicate to the customs authoritie.s at the 
time of clearance of the goods and it should Indicate clearly the quantity, the 
rate, total, f.o.b. value freight insurance and total c.i.f. value of the goods im¬ 
ported, CCPts) should be obtained before the goods are despatched from 
Afganl.stan. If any Imcorts are made without a valid CCP, such imports will be 
treated as unnutbori.sed imports and dealt with accordingly under the Import 
Trade Control/Customs rules and regulations. 

10. rounter-balandiig tradej—Trade with Afghanistan in respect of dry fruits 

and Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-IT’ Items shall be subject to a counter-balancing arrange¬ 
ment. The eligible participants can start the trade cycle either with Import or 

with export, in accordance with the procedures laid down in thl.s Public Notice, 

11. Tuipprt first’ Scheme.—Those who intend to start with imports from 
Afffbanistan should apply for CCPs for the import of dry fruits upto the value 
limits indicated below:— 

fa) "Approved Importers" to the extent fl 20 ner cent of the value of Iho 
applicant’s be.st year’s 'mnori of dry fruits if the valu^ nf ihe best 
year’s imnorls is more than Rs. one lakh, and to the extent of 25 per 
cent of the value of best .vear’.s imports subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 20,000 in cases where the volue of the best year’s import is Rs. one 
lakh or below. The best year’s Imports for this purpose would mean 

the imports of dry fruits from Afghanistan in any of the 5 years 
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namely, February, 1066—-January, 1967 or August 1966-July, 1967, 
August 19b7-July 1963, August lOOS-July 1969, August, 1969-July 1970, 
and August 1970-July, 1971. 

Note.—If an “approved importer” finds it more advantageous to claim a 
CCP in the category of “others", he can do so provided he does not 
claim a CCP as an “approved Importer” In such an event, the appli¬ 
cant wiU be required to produce a bank certificate in the prescribed 
proforma as also a bank guarantee equivalent to fifty per cent of 
the value of imports in order to ensure counter-balancing exports as 
required from the applicants falling in the category of "others”. Such 
an applicant will not be eligible to apply as an “approved Importer” 
until after he has fully discharged his counter-balancing export obli¬ 
gation against the CCP obtained by him In the category of “others”. 

(b) Others to the extent of Rs. 25,000 (Rupees twenty-five thousand only) 
subject to the production of a bank guarantee equivalent to fifty 
per cent of the value applied for in order to ensure counter-balancing 
exports. In addition, they are also required to furnish the following 
certificates;—

Note,—N o applicant will be granted a CCP for the same Item, under more than 
one category, i.e., he can apply either under (a) or under (b) above. 

12. Computation of past ImportB.—It may be clarified that; 

(I) for computing past Imports under para 11(a), only such Imports as 

were actually cleared from the Customs during the basic period for 
consumption in India (after payment of Import duty), will be taken 
Into account; 

(II) It wlU not be necessary for an “approved importer” to obtain a single 

CCP covering his entire initial entitlement under this Public Notice. 
He can, if so desired, obtain more than one CCP for dry fruits as 
long as the value of all the CCPs together does not exceed his Initial 
entitlement, as referred to in sub-paragraph 11(a) above. 

13. Counter-exiwrt against Imports.—(1) CCPs for Import of dry fruits from 
Afghanistan will be granted to eligible applicants subject to the condition that 
the Tjicensee shall export to Afghanistan the goods in Schedules B-I and B-II of 
a value equal to the value of imports, within a period of six months from the 
date of import or upto 28th February 1974, whichever is earlier. It wlU also be 
a condition of the CCTP that not less than .50 per cent of the counter-balancing ex¬ 
ports shall be of items listed In Schedule 3-II. 

(2) The Export of Schedule B-II items shall take place either before the ex¬ 
port of Schedule B-I Item.s or concurrently with the export of Schedule B-I Items, 

(3) Importers are cautioned that the period allowed tor completion of the 
counter-export obligation will not be extended under any circumstances. The 
traders should, in their own Interest, ensure that they are in the position to dis¬ 
charge their counter-export obligation in terms of this Public Notice, within the 
pre.scrlbed time-llmlt, and In the prescribed ratio for Items in Schedule B-I and 
Schedule B-II before they apply and obtain a C.C.P. In the event of their failure, 
for whatsoever reason, to fulfil the condition.^ subject to which the CCPs are 
granted to them, they will render themselves Ineligible to receive any further 
C.C.P. apart from any other action that may be taken under the Imports and the 
Exports Trade Control/Foreign Exchange Orders, rules and regulations. 

14. Further CCPs to be Issued on completion of 80 per cent export obligation.— 

An importer wiU be eligible to apply for a fresh CCP as soon as he completes 
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his counter-export obligation (in the reiiuired proportion) to the extent of 80 
per cent of the value of hia earlier CCP, This, however, does not absolve him 
from hxs counter-export obUgation equal to 100 per cent, of the value of imports, 
being fulfilled as Indicated in para 13 above; and this counter-export obligation 
is required to be fuhlUcd within u period of six months or uBth February, 1974 , 
whichever is earlier. 

15. E.P, Forms to be approved by the Reserve Bank.—KP. forms covering 
counter-exports to Afghanistan will be approved by the Reserve Bank of India 
if they are otherwise in order. 

16. 'Export first' Scheme.—Those who have past exports to their credit and 
intend to start with exports to Afghanistan will be required to approach the 
Reserve Bank of India for approval of E.P. forms. The E.P. forms for exports 
■ot Schedule B-I and B-il items wiU be approved by the Reserve Bank of India 
upto 35 per cent of the value of the applicant's best year s actual exports to 
Afghanistan made in any of the five years, namely, February I 966 —January, 1967 
or August 1966—July, 1967, August 1967—July 1968, August 1968—July, 1969, 
August 1969 -July 1970 and August 1970—July 1971, or upto the value of 
Rs. 25,000 (Rupees twenty-five thousand only). Such approval wlU be given only 
in cases, where the value of Schedule B-II items is not less than 60 per cent of the 
total value of exports to be made. 


17, Counter-Imports against exports.—'(1) E.P. forms covering exports to 
Afghanistan will be approved subject to the condition that the exporter shall im¬ 
port dry fruits from Afghanistan of a value equal lo the value of exports, within 
a period of six months from the date of export or upto 28lh February, 1974, which 
ever is earlier. The exporter will be required to execute a bank guarantee equal 
to .50 per cent of the value for which the E.P. form has been approved for the 
fulfilment of the counter-import obligation. 

(.2) Exporters are cautioned that the period allowed for completion of counter- 
import obligation wiR not be extended under any circumstance.s. The traders 
.should, in their own interest, ensure that they are in the position to discharge 
■their counter-import obligation in terms of this Public Notice, within the prescrib¬ 
ed time limit, before they apply and get their E.P. form approved, In the event 
of their failure, for whatsoever reason to fulfil the conditions subject to which 
E.P. forms covering exports to Afghanistan were approved by the Reserve Bank 
of India, they will render them.sclve,? ineligible for participation in the Indo- 
Afghan trade apart from any ot'ier action that may be taken under the Imports 
.and the Export Trade Control/Foreign Exchange, orders, rules and regulations. 

18. Further E.P formsi on completion of 80 per cent import obUgatlou.—An ex¬ 
porter will be eligible to apply for approved of further E.P, forms for exports as 
soon as he completes his counter-import obligation in respect of earlier E.P. forms 
to the extent of 80 per cent. This, however, does not absolve him from his counter- 
import obligation equal to 100% of the value of exports, being fulfilled as indicated 
in para 17 above; and this counter-import obligation is required to be fulfilled 
within a period of six months or 28th February, 1974, whichever is earlier. 


19. Bonds with Bank Guarantees to be furnished to the licensing authorities.— 

Bonds with Bank guarantee in fulfilment of counter-import/export obligation as 
referred to in paragraphs 11 and 17 above shall be furnished to the licensing 
authorities mentioned in paragraph 7, who will watch performance and enforce 
the guarantee. It may be clarified that in cases where bank guarantee is 
required, the imnorter/exnorter wJU have to fiirni.sh the same in respect of each 
application for the grant of CCP for import or for the approval of each E.P, form 
for exports, as the case may be. In the event of the party’s failure to discharge 
the counter-obligation within the stipulated period and to furnish documentary 
evidence In support thereof, the arnount of bank guarantee will be liable to 
forfeiture, without preiudlce to any other action that may be taken in this behalf, 
including' dlsauallflcalion from participating in the Indo-Afghan trade in future. 
The documentary evidence to be produced in support of fulfillment of counter- 
oblleation will be the .same as indented in paragraph 22 below. In add tlon, the 
importers/exporters will be required to submit information monthly in re.spect 
of imports/exports and the counter-balancing obligations fuinUed by them In the 
enclosed proforma (Annexure III) -o as to reach the licensing authorities concern¬ 
ed by the 7th of the succeeding month. 
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20 Specimens of Bond/Bank Guarantee Fonna.—The specimens of the bond/ 
batik guarantee forms to be furnished by importers/exporters are given In 
Annexure IV and V respectively. It may be noted that the bond has to be counter 
signed by a scheduled bank, ag a surety In token of their undertaking to pay the 
guaranteed amount to the licensing authority in the event of default on the part 
of the Importer/exporter. The bond form must be signed by an officer duly 
authorised by the bank in this behalf. It may also be noted that bonds are to be 
furni.shed on a stamp paper or on a plain paper affixed with special adhesive 
stamps of the appropriate value, and impressed with the dating machine, by a 
proper officer. 

21. Export Performance Guarantee from the ECGC.—The importers/exporters, 
who find difficulty in depositing the full amount of cash with their banks in order 
to secure the requisit ‘Bank guarantee*, may approach their bankers, if they so 
desire, to obtain the ‘export performance guarantee’*, on their behalf, from the 
E.C.G.C. [Export Credit and Guarantee Corporation of India, Express Towers 
(10th Floor), Nariman Point, Bombay-l], 

22. Documentary evidence to be produced.—The following documents will 
constitute documentary evidence to be furnished in support of Imports and 
exports;-— 

Imports.—Triplicate copy of the Customs Bill of Entry and the relevant 
invoices attested by Cu.sloms. and, in case the transaction has been 
carried through banking channels, bank memos. 

Ea:ix’rts.—‘Shipping blUs duly certified b.y the Customs and invoices duly 
certified by the Customs, which should indicate the value and other 
details of Schedule ‘B-1’ und ‘B-ir product.s actually exported. 

23. Validity of C.C.Ps.—The CCP.s issued in terms of this Public Notice will be 
valid for three months from the date of i.ssue, or upto 28th February, 1974, which¬ 
ever Is earlier. 

24. Distribution of C.C.Ps.—The Customs authorities will send the Customs’ 
copy of CCR to the concerned licensing authority direct, Indicating the actual 
utilisation of the quantity and the value covered by each C.C.Ps. in the prescribed 
form on the reverse of the perpiit. The second copy will as at present, be handed 
bank to the importer to he furnished to Reserve Bank of India, duly stamped and 
signed. 

25. Distribution of Transit Certificates.—The Importers while presenting the 
CCP to the Customs authorities concerned will produce five copies of the Transit 
Certificates issued by the Afghan Government. One copy of the transit certificate 
will be retained by the Customs, the second copy will be forwarded to the Reserve 
Bank of India, and the third and the fourth copies will be sent by them to the 
Office of the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi, for onward 
transmission to the Athan Government and Indian Embassy in Kabul. The fifth 
copy is to be forwarded by the Customs authorities to the licensing authority 
concerned. 

26 . Imports to be made on outright purchase basis.—Imports and exports bet¬ 
ween India and Afghanistan will take place only on outright purchase basts. 

27. Method of valuation for counter-exports to Afghanistan.—^The following 
win be the method of valuation of Afghan goods for determining the value of 
counter-exports to be made from India to Afghanistan during the current Trade 
Arrangement period: 


*The ‘Export Performance Guarantee’ has been evolved by ECGC, to help 
importers/exporters to secure, on easier terms, bank guarantees they have to 
furnish in course of their import/export business. For giving the guarantee the 
banks require the exporters to deposit varying amounts of cash, depending on their 
standing. To the extent they have to make a cash deposit, their resources are 
blocked. This guarantee seeks to help the importers/exporters to obtain the 
bank guarantee without making any cash deposit or against a reduced margin of 
deposit. 
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Afghan goods, should be valued on the basis of the value as accepted or 
determined by the Indian Customs on scrutiny of ^ale invoices. The 
value of counter-exports should be equal to the value of imports as 
determined in the manner ihdicated above. 

28 Manner of Payment.—Payment for dry fruits imported from Afghanistan 
and export of Schedule ‘B-I and B-ir goods to that country under this Public 
Notice will be made in accordance with the E.P. Procedures prescribed by the 
Reserve Bank of India. Payments for imports and exports of commodities not 
covered by Schedule ‘A’, ‘B-I' and ‘B-II’ (i.c. Schedule ‘C’ Items') shall be made 
by establishing letters of credit in transferable U.S. dollars or Pounds sterling. 

29. Production of Landing CertUlcate.—Import and export of goods from and to 
Affihahlstan will be permitted subject to the condition that in respect of export of 
Schedule B-1 items from India to Afghanistan, the exporter shall produce a 
Landing Certificate to the concerned Idcenalng Authority in India as well as to 
the Reserve Bank of India, Issued by the Afghan Customs authorities, within 30 
days of despatch of the goods, in ca.se they are sent by air, and within 60 days of 
despatch of the goods in case they are sent by sea/land route. Failure to 
produce the requisite landing certificate will render the exporter/importer con¬ 
cerned liable to penal action under the Imports and the Exports Trade Control/ 
Foreign Exchange rules and regulations. 

30 No diversion to third Countries.—(11 It Is agreed between the two Govern¬ 
ments that the goods imoorted hv either country from the other would be used 
oni” fo” consumption in the country of import. Serious notice will taken of 
case.s where goods imported from or exported to Afghanistan are diverted to a 
third country. 

'’21 Exporters of Schedule ‘B-I' commodities shall also have to produce 
certlCcates of clearance through Afghanistan Customs as indicated in paragraph 
29. For this purpose, a photostat copy of a certified copy of the document showing 
clearance through Afghanistan Customs .shall be produced by the exporter to the 
Indian Customs authorities, as indicated in paragraph 29, 

31. Trade should desist frpm abusing the system Malutensmco of reakwiaMe 
tirlcfcs,—Trade is advised to en.sUre that tbe existing system is used in the interest 
Of coh.suTneTS/nroduccr.s In India and Afghanistan and that the Trade Arrangement 
secures the common objectives of healthy growth and diversification of trade bet¬ 
ween tbe two countries They should also ensure that reasonable prices are 
charged B.nd efficient after sale.s-service is maintained wherever necessary. 
Approuriate penal action will be taken if the trade arcaneement is used to the 
disadvantage of producers and the healthy growth and diversification of trkde 
between the two countries. 


ANNEXURE I 

Indo Afahan Trade Arrangement For 1972-73 

A delegation from Afghanistan led by H. E. Mr. Aref Ghaussl, Minister of 
Commerce, Royal Afghan Government and a delegation from India led by Shrl 

Foreign Trade, Government of India, held trade talks In 
New Delht from February 18 to February 20, 1972. 

2. The two delegations reviewed the working of Indo-Afghan trade In all its 
preceding three years and discussed the Trade Arrangement 
progress towards diversification of trade has been 
limited. The two delegations re-affirmed their resolve to promote deveW. 
dlvetsify trade betw^ India and Afghanistan to mutual advantage to ehminate 
system^*^^**”” remove difficulties that have arisen in the exlBtlhg 

tuof'+irif India and the Roval Government of Afghanistan agreed 

provide facilities for setting up a plant in Afghanistan tbivmtrb 
Joint venture for the production of extracts of ?nediS ier4 and gants^S 
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in Afghanistan. India offered to make use of these extracts for Its own pharmace¬ 
utical Industry for a period of twenty years, Afghanistan expressed Its desire to 
purchase medical and surgical Instruments and other surgical supplies manufac¬ 
tured in India. The two Delegations further agreed to Import drugs and medi¬ 
cines manufactured in the two countries. As a step forward towards this, the 
concerned authorities of the two Governments would permit t^e registration of 
medicines manufactured in the two countries in their National Formulary, if any, 
subject to the satisfaction of prescribed standards of purity and quality. 


4. In accordance with the provisions of Article 15 of the Treaty of 1950 between 
the Royal Afghan Government and the Government of India, and subject to their 
respective import, export and foreign exchange regulations and the special trade 
arrangement that they may be concluded between the two Governments from year 
to year, the two Governments re-afflrmed their agreement to the foUowlng:^— 

(a) Import of Schedule ‘A’ commodities from Afghanistan will be permitted 

to any person into India whose imports are counter-balanced by 
exports of Schedule ‘B-I’ and 'B-II’ commodities from India in the 
prescribed proportion. 

(b) Export of Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-II’ commodities from India will be 

permitted in the prescribed proportion to any person whose exports 
are counter-balanced by imports from Afghanistan of Schedule A' 
commodities. 

(c) Payment of imports and exports of commodities not covered by 

Schedule ‘A’, ‘B-I’ and ‘B-II’ shall be made by establishing letters of 
credit In transferable U-S. dollars or Pound sterling. 

(d) The special self-balancing account maintained by the Da Afghanistan 

Bank with the State Bank of India will continue to be utilised to 
facilitate imports of hides and skins on a liberal basis against exports 
of goods and services from India. 


5. It is the understanding between the Government of India and the Royal

7. This trade Arrangement ■will come Into force from Ist March, 1972 and will 
remain valid for one year, Unless either Contracting Party gives notice of termi¬ 
nation or amendment one month prior to the expiry of this arrangement, It will 
automatically be extended by a further period of one year. On the expiry of the 
second year of the arrangement, unless either Contracting Party gives notice of 
termination or amendment, one month prior to the exnlry of the second yeari It 
will automatically be extended by a further period of one year.
